The Arms were granted by 
the Kings of Arms in 1974 
when the new Berkshire was 
formed, and were based very 
much upon the former 
Berkshire Arms. The principal 
change was the substitution 
of a Black Horse for a White 
Horse representing the White 
Horse of Uffington which is 
no longer in the county. 


The Arms display two Royal 
Lions, appropriate because 
Berkshire is the Royal County. 
This privilege is unique among 
shire counties and was granted 
by Her Majesty The Queen in 
1974 by Letter Patent under 
the Great Seal. These Royal 
Lions are also to be found in 
the Arms of the former Eton 


Urban District, and have asso- 
ciation with Reading Abbey, 
which was founded by Henry 
|. The embattled border to the 
shield is intended to represent 
the castles of Berkshire, of 
which Windsor is the best- 
known survivor. 


The Red Lion Supporter is 
another Royal symbol, and 
Henry VI’s association with 
the founding of Eton College 
is acknowledged by the Tudor 
Rose (which joined the Red 
Rose of Lancaster and the 
White Rose of York) on the 
Lion's collar. 


The Black Horse represents 
the county’s considerable 
connections with horse-racing, 


there being a reference in old 
county histories to the ancient 
native horses of Berkshire 
being black. There is a six- 
pointed star on the collar of 
this Supporter, referring to the 
six borough and districts in 
the county, and also to the 
close association of Slough 
with celebrated astronomer 
Sir William Herschel. 


The crest is based upon the 
badge of the old Berkshire 
Militia, and there is a tradition 
that a banner with this symbol, 
or one similar, was carried by 
the men of Berkshire at the 
Battle of Agincourt. The stag 
under the oak tree is assumed 
to represent the stags and 
oaks of Windsor Forest.

Berkshire is split into six dis- 
tricts with a district of borough 
council serving each. The six 
districts are Reading, Newbury, 
Wokingham, Slough, Windsor 
& Maidenhead, and Bracknell.

The ruins of Donnington Castle 
are a permanent reminder of 
the two civil war battles which 
took place in Newbury - one 
on Wash Common in 1643 
and the other to the north of 


the town in 1644. Most of the 
castle was destroyed but the 
great gatehouse still stands 
and the ruins are a popular 
tourist attraction. 


Newbury is home to various 
national and international 
companies, among them Sony, 
Bayer U.K. and the Plenty 
Group, but the greatest part 
of the local economy is made 
up of small companies.

From bustling Broad Street in 
Reading to the twice-weekly 
market in Newbury, Berkshire 
is a shopper's paradise. 


Reading has one of the best 
shopping centres in the south 
of England and attracts visitors 
from all over Berkshire and 
adjoining counties.

The Royal 
County has plenty on offer - 
numerous theatres, cinemas 
and nightclubs and some of 
the south’s best restaurants. 


Reading’s Hexagon is the 
Thames Valley's premier enter- 
tainment and conference 
venue which has gained 
nationwide recognition as the 
host of the Rothmans Grand 
Prix snooker tournaments. But 
visitors also come to see 
olays, listen to classical con- 
certs, pop concerts, opera, 
see exhibitions and watch 
dance, pantomime and 
wrestling. The main auditorium 


also doubles as a cinema 
showing all the latest box- 
office hits. 


Another top Berkshire enter- 
tainments venue can be found 
in Bracknell. South Hill Park is 
one of the largest arts centres 
in the country.

Berkshire 


Berkshire offers some of the 
best sporting action around, 
both for the participator and 
the spectator. The range of 
activities available is consid- 
erable, from the ever popular 
sports of football and rugby, 
to ice hockey and basketball 
which are drawing audiences 
in increasing numbers. 


The county boasts Bisham 
Abbey National Sports Centre 
which is used by the England 
football team as a training 
base before international 
matches at Wembley, and is 
home to a number of centres 
of excellence. 


Arborfield Garrison, near 
Wokingham, is the home of 
the Great Britain Modern 
Pentathlon Squad. Many will 
remember Jim Fox's team 
which won Olympic gold in 
1976 and the world champi- 
onship success of Reading's 
Kathy Tayler, now a television 
presenter. 


Arborfield is also a centre of 
excellence for athletics, while 


Reading is a centre of excel- 
lence for cycling and table 
tennis. 


Reading has a Third Division 
football team which won the 
Simod Cup in 1988 under 
manager lan Branfoot, later 
followed by lan Porterfield 
who left the club in 1991, and 
succeeded by Mark McGhee 


Berkshire also has a thriving 
semi-professional soccer scene. 
Slough Town, Wokingham Town 
and Windsor and Eton are 
among the top non-league 
sides in the country. 


The county has a strong tra- 
dition of rugby and is home 
to many clubs. In 1990/91 
Reading carried off the County 
Cup, going on to represent 
Berkshire in the Pilkington 
Cup in 1991/92. 


Golfers are well catered for 
with many private courses 
available and a growing num- 
ber of public courses. The 
best-known private club is 
The Berkshire near Bracknell 
which has two 18-hole cham- 
pionship courses. It is home 
to the Berkshire Trophy, one 
of the country’s premier ama- 
teur events. Bracknell is also 
home to the well-known public 
course, The Downshire, which 
features an 18-hole course, 
pitch and putt and driving 
range. 


Hockey enthusiasts will find 
top club facilities available at 
Reading Hockey Club's 
Sonning headquarters. Slough 
also has a good reputation 
for fielding good hockey play- 
ers, among them Olympic 
gold medallist Paul Barber 
who lives in Newbury. 


Ice hockey is an increasingly 
popular spectator sport and 
Berkshire has two main teams 
- the Slough Jets and the

Bracknell Bees who won pro- 
motion to the national premier 
league in 1990/91. Both the 
ice rinks at which the teams 
play also host a range of 
skating activities. 


Basketball is another growing 
spectator sport which is par- 
ticularly popular in Bracknell, 
home of the Thames Valley 
Tigers who are the top local 
side. 


Watersports are many and 
varied. The Thames is the 
venue for the country’s premier 
rowing event - the regatta at 
nearby Henley - and a number 
of canoe and sailing clubs 
are sited on its banks. 


The Kennet and Avon Canal is 
the route for the famous Devizes 
to Westminster canoe race, while 
the gravel pits of east Berkshire 
and of the Loddon, Kennet and 
Blackwater Valleys have created 
the opportunity for sailing, angling, 
canoeing and water skiing. 
International water skiing meet- 
ings are held at Kirtons Farm 
near Reading, while at the other 
end of the county the British 
Disabled Water Skiing Association 
have their base at Heron's Lake 
near Wraysbury. 


Athletics fans can see plenty 
of action at Reading's modern 
all-weather athletic stadium at 
Palmer Park which is home to 
Reading Athletics Club. The 
town boasts two former 
Olympic medallists in the 
shape of runners Bev 
Callendar and Simone Jacobs. 


Speedway is top-class in 
Reading, with the Reading 
Racers winning the Sunbrite 
British League and the Knock- 
out Cup in 1990/91. World 
Champion Speedway rider 
Per Jonsson was a member 
of the team who “did the 
double". 


Berkshire is, of course, 
famous for its three race- 
courses at Newbury, Windsor 
and Ascot, and Slough has 
a prestigious tennis centre 
used by Wimbledon hopefuls 
in the run-up to the big 
event. 


Cricket action is also of good 
quality - Berkshire is one of the 
top minor counties and regularly 
participates in the Nat West 
Trophy, and boxing fans can 
now see British and European 
title fights at Reading’s 
Rivermead Leisure Centre.

ARCHAEOLOGY 


The ‘greenhouse effect’, we 
are told, is rapidly changing 
our environment and is the 
cause of considerable inter- 
national concern. However, 
man has had to ride out the 
effects of major climatic 
changes before. In the 
Environmental Branch of 
Berkshire County Council’s 
Department of Highways and 
Planning a small team of 
archaeologists records the 
evidence which allows us to 
piece together a picture of 
man’s past activities in 
Berkshire. Through this we 
can understand how man has 
been affected by environmen- 
tal change, and how, in turn, 
he has affected the develop- 
ment of the landscape we 
see today. 


Our Heritage 


Berkshire has a rich and varied 
archaeological heritage repre- 
senting more than 500, 000 
years of human activity. 
Probably the most dramatic 
environmental changes took 
place during the Ice Ages 
and thousands of stone tools 
from this period, known as the 
Palaeolithic, have been found 
in the Thames Valley, most 
notably from gravel pits in 
Caversham and Maidenhead. 
Work on this period has also 
been carried out at Switchback 
Road north of Maidenhead 
where stone axes used to kill 
and skin animals were found. 


The Palaeolithic period was 
followed by the Mesolithic 
and Berkshire’s Kennet Valley 
is internationally renowned for 


the quantity and quality of 
material it has produced from 
this particular era. Mesolithic 
material has been excavated 
at Thatcham sewage works 
and at Charnham Lane in 
Hungerford. 


With the Neolithic period came 
the beginning of agriculture, 
with its domesticated herds 
and cereal crops. At this time 
there may have been extensive 
‘slash and burn’ activity in 
Berkshire’s woodlands, of a 
type which is now happening 
in Brazil’s rainforests! The 
clearing of woodland for fields 
is evidenced by the large 
number of stone and flint 
axes discovered from this 
period. Without woodland 
cover some soils were soon

exhausted and the acidic 
heathlands south of Bracknell 
are a result of the Mesolithic 
and Neolithic mismanagement 
of the environment. 


It is thought that the Thames 
Valley became increasingly 
important during the Bronze 
Age with the river being used 
as a political boundary. South 
of Reading very extensive 
areas of settlement have been 
discovered from excavations 
carried out ahead of the build- 
ing of a new business park. 


As new technologies were 
invented, the Bronze Age 
gave way to the Iron Age. 
Hillforts, such as that at 
Caesars Camp, Bracknell, 
characterize this period. 


Berkshire 


Berkshire lay within the tribal 
area of the Atrebate who, 
under pressure from their 
expansionist neighbours the 
Catuvellauni, appear to have 
welcomed the Roman invasion 
of A.D. 43. 


The invasion brought large- 
scale economic and cultural 
change which in turn had an 
impact on the landscape. 
Silchester, south of Reading, 
developed into a large town, 
but after the Romans withdrew 
from Britain the sophisticated 
economy characteristic of 
Roman rule seems to have 
collapsed and many of their 
towns and roads were aban- 
doned. Silchester was never 
re-established and is farmland 
to this day. 


In Medieval times there was a 
population explosion and 
woodland was again cleared 
to make way for settlement 


and agriculture. The Domesday 
book tells us much about 
Berkshire at this time. Windsor 
Castle is probably the best- 
known Medieval site in 
Berkshire, although Reading 
Abbey is also of significance. 
At the other end of the scale, 
material from early Medieval 
Kintbury has been excavated 
at a site due to be developed 
for housing. 


Archaeology is popularly 
thought to be confined to the 
dim and distant past, but 
post-Medieval monuments, 
from the industrial revolution 
to the defences erected in 
the 1940s against an antici- 
pated German invasion, are 
also of archaeological interest 
and value. 


Berkshire is keenly aware of 
its 500, 000 years of heritage 
and is taking steps to protect 
it and enhance our under- 


standing of it. The County 
Council's use of the planning 
system to ensure the protec- 
tion of important remains 
and the proper archaeologi- 
cal recording of evidence 
has given it a reputation in 
this field which is often held 
up as an example for others 
to follow. In this way we can 
continue to learn about and 
understand our cultural roots 
and the development of the 
landscape around us. We 
can also remind ourselves 
that the ‘greenhouse effect’ 
is not the first time that man 
has reaped the results of 
his interference with the 
environment!

Situated in the centre of south- 
ern England, Berkshire has 
always been closely involved 
with the changing forces of 
history. Unlike the more remote 
and peaceful counties, 
through the ages Berkshire 
has been on the beaten track 
between east and west, and 
between the Midlands and 
the south coast. 


Highway to travellers 
and settlers 

Long before the first county 
boundaries were drawn in 
Saxon times, prehistoric peo- 
ple trod the broad green track, 
now known as the Ridgeway, 
over the Downs and on to the 
Thames at Streatley where it 
crossed the river. 


HISTORY 


By road, water and rail count- 
less millions of travellers have 
passed through it, at times 
warring armies have marched 
across it, and commerce and 
industry have flourished 
because of its vital trade routes. 


In the twentieth century the 
county's shape has drastically 
altered. Until 1974 the River 
Thames was its northern 
boundary all the way from 
Lechlade to Windsor so that 
the county contained the Vale 
of the White Horse and the 
whole of the Berkshire Downs 
which now form part of 
Oxfordshire, while in the east 
Windsor was divided from 
Eton, Slough and Datchet, 
then in Buckinghamshire. 


The Thames itself, from very 
early times, served as a high- 
way to travellers and settlers 
seeking a way through the 
marshlands and dense forests 
which then filled the valley. A 
fertile lowland country, suited 
to various types of farming, 
Berkshire was one of the early 
areas of occupation. 


Romans and Vikings 

The Roman period saw the 
development of a system of 
roads linking Londinium with 
the Romano-British town of 
Silchester, just south of the 
Hampshire border, and contin- 
uing westward through Speen 
to Cirencester and Bath. 


By the ninth century Berkshire 
finally came within the bound- 
aries of Wessex and was closely 
associated with the West Saxon 
kings. King Alfred was born in 
Wantage, formerly in Berkshire, 
in 849; in 870, during the reign 
of Alfred's brother Ethelred, the 
county suffered its first raids 
from the Danish Vikings. The 
Vikings came from East Anglia 
to occupy Reading as a tem- 
porary base. Skirmishes 
between Danes and Saxons at 
Englefield and an unsuccessful 
Saxon assault on the Danish 
camp at Reading were followed 
by Alfred's victory at Ashdown 
in 871. During the later Danish 
invasions of the eleventh century 
Reading was again attacked 
and burned in 1006.

For 400 years the abbots of 


Reading dominated the town 
and its often resentful mer- 
chant guild. Kings, princes 
and prelates were entertained 
at the abbey, parliaments 
were sometimes held there 
and thousands of pilgrims 
flocked to worship at its 
shrines. However, when the 
Reformation had done its 
work and the last abbot had 
been hanged outside the 
abbey gate, the townspeople 
lost no time in reducing most 
of the abbey buildings to 
ruins. These fragments can 
still be seen today. 


Civil War 

Further damage was wreaked 
in the following century when 
Reading was besieged during 
the Civil War. Situated halfway 
between London and the roy- 
alist base at Oxford, the town 
was useful to royalist and 
parliamentarian armies alike, 
and was occupied by each 
side in turn.

The wealthy clothiers Thomas 
of Reading and Jack of 
Newbury had become leg- 
endary figures by Tudor times. 
As the improved manufacture 
of the Yorkshire clothiers came 
to dominate the market in the 
eighteenth century, mills turned 
by the slow-flowing streams of 
Berkshire were adapted for 
use as corn or paper mills, 
though Greenham Mills made 
blankets until the early years 
of the nineteenth century. 


Agriculture 

Progress was gradually being 
made in agricultural methods. 
Of particular importance was 
an invention by Jethro Tull, a 
west Berkshire farmer, who 
pioneered the use of horse- 
drawn machinery for sowing 
seed in drills. His book Horse- 
hoeing Husbandry, published 
in 1733, had an extensive 
influence on farming practice. 


“As these new methods spread, 
80 the old strip system of cul- 


tivation became uneconomic 
as it was unsuited to the 
changes. At the end of the 
eighteenth century and during 
the Napoleonic Wars, the *ace 
of the Berkshire landscape 
was transformed as enclosed 
fields bounded by hedges 
replaced the old open fields 
Ironically, the landscape ‘s 
now. changing again with the 
use of larger agricultura! 
machinery and the consequent 
destruction of the hedgerows.

The late nineteenth 
and early twentieth centuries 
were the heyday of the 
poatreuse and riverside 
restaurants along the Thames 


from Maidenhead to Streatley.

Today Berkshire lies in the 
most economically buoyant 
part of Britain’s most suc- 
cessful region.

some 6000 teachers and there 
are 68, 000 students in col- 
leges taught by a lecturing 
staff of 1500. It is therefore 
not surprising that the County 
Council spends more money 
on education than on any 
other service. In 1990/91 the 
education budget is £230 mil- 
lion - about three-quarters of 
the council's entire spending. 


EDUCATION 


The education service 
includes: 


e a developing programme 
of nursery education and 
support for organizations 
concerned with the under- 
fives, such as the 
Pre-School Playgroups 
Association; 


e the assessment of edu- 
cational needs of pupils 
who have physical, emo- 
tional or learning difficulties, 
and the provision of special 
resources to meet these 
needs; 


e the provision of opportu- 
nities for young people to 
extend their personal and 
social development beyond 
schools and colleges 
through an extensive net- 
work of facilities in the 
County's Youth and 
Community Service; 


e the extension of the use 
of facilities, with youth 
centres, schools and col- 
leges acting as the focus 
for the development of a 
wide range of community 
activities; 


ea careers service and 
general assistance to 
young people making the 
transition from full-time 
education to the world of 
work; 


e a further-education ser- 
vice which gives everyone, 
no matter what age, the 
opportunity to continue 
their education once they 
have left school or college.

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Racial equality policy 
Berkshire is a county of wide 
ethnic diversity and it has a 
much-praised education policy 
on racial equality and justice 
which aims to make racial 
equality a part of everyday 
life. The county is also part of 
an Arts Council initiative called 
AIMS - Arts In a Multi-Cultural 
Society. 


Recently there has been a 
great deal of change in edu- 
cation, with the introduction 
of the Education Reform Act, 
the National Curriculum and 
Local Management of Schools 
and Colleges. The latter 
means that each school and 
college now manages its own 
budget, the majority of which 
is allocated using a formula 
based on the number of stu- 
dents/pupils and their needs. 


The National Curriculum has 
also meant change for 
Berkshire’s schools, but as 
well as recognizing the impor- 
tance of the basic 
requirements, the education 
department is preparing its 
pupils and students to meet 
the challenges of the 1990s 
and the next century. Teaching 
and learning are supported 
with the very latest technology. 


Strong links with 
business 

Education in Berkshire has 
particularly strong links with 
the business community and 
it is not uncommon for local 
companies to invest in the 
education service by providing 
expertise and equipment. 


Special education-industry 
liaison officers are employed 
by the County Council and 
local Chambers of Commerce 
and act as the key links in a 
programme aimed at giving 
young people a better under- 
standing of the business 
world. At the end of 1989 two 
teachers from Geoffrey Field 
Junior School in Reading won 
an award for their outstanding 
work in bringing awareness of 
industry to children at the 
school. 


The County Council’s careers 
service helps to develop fur- 
ther these links with business. 
By using the latest technology 
the service is able to let 
school-leavers know about 
jobs as soon as they become 
available. This work is sup- 
ported by the youth and 
community service which 
runs special projects for 
unemployed people. 


The arts 

Drama, music and art are 
also essential ingredients of a 
balanced education and 
Berkshire has a national repu- 
tation for its quality of provision 
in these areas. Hundreds of 
Berkshire schoolchildren are 
frequently invited to take part 
in major musical events at 
the Royal Albert Hall, and in 
January 1990 the Berkshire 
Youth Wind Orchestra reached 
he finals of the National 
Concert Band Festival. 


The Berkshire Schools and 
Youth Festival was very suc- 
cessful in 1990; several original 
plays were entered for the 
National Theatre/LLoyds Bank 
Youth Challenge competition. 


Taking the lead 

Today Berkshire’s education 
service is taking the lead in 
involving a wide range of 
people from all walks of life 
in decisions concerning the 
direction and operation of the 
service. School governing 
bodies are made up of par- 
ents, representatives from 
business and the local com- 
munity, teachers and members 
of the county, district and 
parish councils. As governors 
they now have greater powers

and responsibilities so the 
education department is pro- 
viding support and training in 
the form of a governors’ help 
desk, local information centres 
and surgeries. 


The department is also tack- 
ling the national problem of 
teacher shortages. It has its 
own special recruitment and 
retention package and recently 
approached the parents of 
every pupil at schools in 
Berkshire, asking them to 
consider either returning to, 
or taking up, teaching. 


In a bid to encourage women 
to return to work the education 
department, together with the 
County Council's social ser- 
vices department, has 
launched a consultancy to 
introduce workplace nurseries 
into shops, factories, offices 
and schools across Berkshire. 
Called the Berkshire Childcare 
Consultancy, the idea is to 
help local industry and working 
parents by taking the red tape 
out of setting up a nursery.

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Set in 300 acres of private 
parkland, Reading University’s 
Whiteknights campus is one 
of the most attractive in the 
country. Whiteknights is a 
remnant of the medieval mano- 
rial estate of Earley or Erleigh. 
It was ornamented consider- 
ably under the ownership of 
the Marquis of Blandford 
between 1798 and 1819 and 
remains today a beautiful 
area rich in flora and fauna 
and includes a conservation 
area and a biological reserve. 


The University’s history goes 
back to 1892 when a University 
Extension College was estab- 
lished in Reading. The 
principal was Halford 
Mackinder who established 
geography as a university 
subject at Oxford, Reading 
and the London School of 
Economics. He held a Glasgow 
seat in Parliament for twelve 
years and was knighted in 
1919 for his services to the 
British High Commissioner in 
South Russia. He is also 
famous for being the first per- 
son to climb Mount Kenya.

Most of the London Road 
buildings have now been sold 
to a Japanese foundation 
which has established Gyosei 
nternational College there. 


The University began to move 
to Whiteknights in 1957. Today 
it is one of the largest universi- 
ties in the United Kingdom 
with more than 7000 full-time 
students. Nearly 1500 are post- 
graduate students and over 
1000 are from overseas. Half 
the undergraduates are women. 


Two-fifths of the University’s 
students are in the Faculty of 
Letters and Social Sciences 
which offers more than 100 
different degree courses, 
including such diverse sub- 
jects as archaeology, art, film 
and drama, international rela- 
tions, Italian, law, linguistics, 
music, politics, typography 
and graphic communication. 
The Faculty also includes a 
graduate school of European 
and International Studies and 
a Graduate Centre for 
Medieval Studies. 


UNIVERSITY 


In 1903 William Macbride 
Childs succeeded Mackinder 
as Principal and the establish- 
ment of the University became 
his life’s work. To Childs the 
University owes much of its 
pattern and philosophy. 


The early college buildings 
were in the middle of the 
town and in 1904 the London 
Road site was acquired 
through the generosity of the 
late Dr Alfred Palmer. Many 
members of the Palmer family 
(of Huntley & Palmer) have 
had and continue to have 
close personal links with the 
University. Their service to the 
institution is commemorated 
in the name of the Palmer 
Building at Whiteknights where 
public lectures and other 
functions, as well as normal 


The Faculty of Science 
accounts for a third of the 
University’s students and 
courses are organized within 
schools of biological, mathe- 
matical, earth and physical 
sciences and of engineering 
and information sciences. 


The Faculty of Agriculture 
and Food is the largest of its 
kind in the country, with an 
excellent reputation. It includes 
the University’s own Food 
Studies building and the 
Cadbury Schweppes Lord 
Zuckerman Research Centre. 
The Institute of Food Research 
is also planning to move its 
Reading Laboratory on to the 
campus, which will make this 
the largest concentration of 
food research in the country, 
and probably in Europe. 


The Faculty of Urban and 
Regional Studies was formed 
two decades ago from a 
merger with the College of 
Estate Management. The 
College, previously in

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n 1989 the University’s School 
of Education and Bulmershe 
College of Higher Education 
merged to form a Faculty of 
Education and Community 
Studies which offers a range 
of courses principally leading 
to primary and secondary 
school teaching, guidance, 
nursing and other careers. 


The main University library 
has nearly 900, 000 books 
and includes some valuable 
special collections as well as 
a European Documentation 
Centre available to local 
businesses. 


Prospectuses giving details of 
courses are available free of 
charge. Information and 
advice about entrance are 
willingly given, while arrange- 
ments are regularly made for 
parties from schools and other 
organizations to visit the 
University or parts of it.

Crosfields 
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County councils were given 
the power to set up public 
libraries in 1919 and Berkshire 
opened its first library in 
Sunninghill in 1924. By the 
end of that year 110 volunteer- 
run library branches had 
opened in village rooms, local 
halls and schools. Today 
Berkshire has forty-four 
ibraries, four mobile libraries 
visiting more rural areas, and 
four container libraries cover- 
ing ten service points. 


Minister for the Arts, the 
Right Honourable Richard 
Luce, recently opened 
Lambourn Library which is 
the first library in the United 
Kingdom to use French- 
designed shelving and 
counter systems, allowing 
much greater flexibility in 
stocking and displaying 
books and other materials. 


Libraries now contain much 
more than just books - videos, 
CDs, music cassettes, story 
tapes and newspapers are 
among the other materials. 


and stock which is suitable for 
the whole community. But for 
those unable to visit libraries 
there is a Special Services 
Unit. Three specialist mobile 
libraries operate from Shire 
Hall: they carry about 2000 
books and visit 360 residential 
homes, sheltered-housing 
communities, day centres and 
hostels for physically and 
mentally handicapped people. 
Frail, elderly or handicapped 
people who live in their own 
homes but cannot visit their 
local library may also be eligi- 
ble for a personal service. 


The Library and Information 
Services Children, Youth and 
Education section provides a 
co-ordinated library service 
for the young people of the 
county. Recently Library Lion 
was adopted as a mascot to 
help promote the number of 
young visitors to the county's 
libraries. Every public library 
contains books for children 
and teenagers and pre-school 
storytimes are regularly held 
in many libraries. 


LIBRARIES 


More than books 


Many Berkshire libraries also 
have Berkshire Viewdata 
Service terminals which can 
supply information about 
almost everything. The system 
is simple to use and can 
answer questions such as 
‘Where is my nearest doctor?’ 
and ‘Which shops can cope 
with wheelchairs?’ as well as 
providing information about 
local clubs and societies, 
training and job opportunities 
and environmental issues. 


Wherever possible the Library 
and Information Service pro- 
vides libraries which are 
accessible to disabled people 


Librarians also work closely 
with teachers to promote read- 
ing. They help to organize 
book events in schools and 
give talks about books to 
parents, teachers and pupils. 


Berkshire has a County Music 
and Drama Library based on 
the second floor of Reading 
Central Library, which houses 
two special set collections - 
multiple copies of play scripts 
and vocal music scores. 
These are borrowed by 
choirs, music societies, 
drama groups and schools 
throughout Berkshire and 
neighbouring counties.

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Once based mainly on agri- 
culture, Berkshire's economy 
has been transformed into a 
key centre of high-tech industry 
in the second half of the twen- 
tieth century thanks largely to 
the construction of Heathrow 
Airport and the M4 motorway. 


Nearly a fifth of total employ- 
ment in the county is in the 
electronics sector. Leading 
firms in Berkshire include 
Racal, Ferranti, ICL, Digital 
and Hewlett Packard. Initially 
electronics firms were 


attracted to Berkshire largely 
by the presence of govern- 
ment research establishments 
such as the Transport and 
Road Research Laboratory at 
Crowthorne and the Atomic 
Weapons Research Establish- 


ment at Aldermaston. Now 
the county's excellent main 
road and rail networks and its 
proximity to Heathrow are its 
prime attracting features. 


Berkshire's economy is one of 
the strongest in the country, 
but it has not escaped the 
effects of the recession. Not 
so long ago Berkshire was a 
place where jobs chased peo- 
ple, but there has been a rise 
in unemployment recently. 


Helping the economy 

To help combat this, the county 
council has drawn up an eco- 
nomic strategy statement 
which underscores the local 
authority's strong support for 
the promotion of economic 
development in Berkshire. 


The strategy forms the basis 
for consultation with the busi- 
ness community throughout 
the county and charts the 
way ahead. 


The county council has pledged 
almost £700,000 for continuing 
and new initiatives, including 
£194,600 towards the cost of 
nformation technology centres 
in Reading, Bracknell and 
Slough with the aim of providing 
IT vocational training for 300 
young people, adults and peo- 
ple who are disabled. 


Training, often in conjunction 
with Thames Valley Enterprise, 
is a major feature of the eco- 
nomic strategy, with funds 
allocated for training and re- 
training people to meet the

new career opportunities pro- 
vided by the skills needs of

The strategy pledges contin- 
ued support for the Berkshire 
and Southern Buckinghamshire 
Enterprise Agency, youth enter- 
prise ventures for people 
under 26 and the sheltered 
placement scheme which finds 
permanent work for people 
who are disabled. 


Women returners 
Berkshire County Council

The protection and enhance- 
ment of the environment is 
one of Berkshire Council's 
key objectives and its activities 
in this field not only help to 
deal with local concerns but 
can also contribute towards 
tackling some of the wider 
iSSues. 


Environmental awareness is 
promoted through a number 
of initiatives, many of them 
in partnership with other 
organisations. 


The Keep Berkshire Tidy 
awards and poster competition 
are held each year, as are 
the Mars Awards for 
Environmental Achievement. 
More recently the Berkshire 
Nature Conservation Strategy 
was launched - a document 
designed to help those striving 
to protect wildlife in the county. 
The strategy is a joint state- 
ment of intent agreed by local 
authorities and relevant official 
and voluntary bodies about 
the steps to be taken to put 
conservation of the county's 


sites and features of nature 
conservation interest on a 
firm and systematic footing. 


The county council is also 
encouraging children to take 
an interest in environmental 
issues. Schools have been 
asked to set up their own 
‘green team’ and take practical 
steps to enhance their own 
school grounds. 


A scheme which recognises 
and encourages good work in 
the repair and restoration of 
buildings and the enhance- 
ment of its historic areas has 
also been launched by the 
county council. The Berkshire 
Heritage Award Scheme took 
place for the first time in 
1991. 


The county council is keen to 
encourage recycling, not 
least because every Berkshire 
resident generates nearly half 
a ton of refuse each year. 
The county works with the 
districts and boroughs to 
provide bottle and can banks, 


waste-oil containers and skips 
for old papers. A list of all 
Berkshire's recycling points is 
available by calling Wasteline 
on 0734 234595 or by calling 
up 'Green Screens’ on the 
Berkshire Viewdata Service 
terminals which are available 
in libraries, job centres, leisure 
centres and other venues 
throughout the county. 


The county council firmly 
believes that both bus and 
rail services have a key role 
to play in the development 
of Berkshire's future. It is 
promoting the enhancement 
of existing public services 
and looking at new schemes 
such as park-and-ride and 
light-rail transit.

PLANNING 


for the future 


Berkshire is one of the fastest- 
growing counties in the 
south-east and the most 
densely populated. Reasons 
include a buoyant modern 
economy, good transport links 
and an attractive environment. 


Success, however, has 
brought its problems. The 
county council is concerned 
that unless the rate of growth 
can be slowed down, many 
of the features which make 
Berkshire an attractive place 
to live and work will be lost. 


Development 

The Government has already 
issued guidance on the scale 
of housing provision from 
1990 to 2001. It is proposing 
an average building rate of 
about 2,500 houses a year 


compared with recent building 
rates which have averaged 
more than 5,000 a year since 
1983. Much of the new devel- 
opment will be situated in 
central Berkshire around 
Reading, Wokingham and 
Bracknell. Many other parts 
of the county are protected 
by the ‘green belt’. 


Substantial provision has 
already been made for 
employment development in 
the county and, with the flexi- 
bility now allowed by planning 
legislation, the potential now 
exists for a significant increase 
in employment. 


Planning permission has been 
granted for a number of major 
office developments in town 
centres and for new business/

industrial areas ot several 
greenfield sites. The rate at 
which these commitments are 
developed will depend largely 
on market conditions and the 
provision of the required 
infrastructure. High rental and 
land values have resulted in 
a shortage of low-priced 
accommodation suitable for 
small or recently established 
firms. The county council 
wishes to encourage the pro- 
vision of small industrial units 
in the hope of maintaining 
variety in the local economy 
and job market. 


Structure Plan 

Although the county council 
successfully persuaded the 
Government to reduce devel- 
opment up to 1996, a review 
of the county's Structure Plan 


is now underway. This plan 
settles the framework for con- 
trolling development and 
improving and enhancing the 
environment, and the review 
covers the period up to 2006. 


One of the more important 
factors that needs to be taken 
into account in the new 
Structure Plan is the emerging 
regional planning strategy. The 
London and _ South-East 
Planning Conference (SER- 
PLAN) has published a strategy 
for the south-east region which 
identifies Berkshire as an area 
experiencing ‘overheating’ and 
congestion problems. It pro- 
poses that policies of selective 
restraint should, therefore, be 
applied to the county. 


Nevertheless, some additional 
development will need to take 
place, partly to accommodate 
the natural growth in the area's 
population and partly to keep 
the county's economy buoyant. 


Traffic growth 

A major cause of concern is 
the growth of traffic conges- 
tion. Planning is based on an 
anticipated increase in the 
volume of traffic by up to 141 
per cent by 2025, and to 
cope with this, the county 
council has an integrated 
transport strategy which 
includes: 


e traffic management mea- 
sures; 


e more attractive public 
transport and pedestrian 
and cycle facilities; 


e accident prevention 
schemes; 


e effective maintenance of 
roads and footways; 


e studies of a possible 
light-rail system in 
Reading, greater use of 
British Rail, and a more 
integrated system of public 
transport. —

Showing we care 


Q. What does the social ser- 
vices department do? 


A. Everyone wants to get the 
most out of life, whatever 
their problems or handicaps. 
Berkshire social services 
department is here to help 
everyone achieve that to the 
best of their ability. Trained 
staff team up with volunteers 
and local groups to help fam- 
ilies and individuals in need. 
We care for people who are 
handicapped and mentally ill 
as well as elderly people, 
children and families. 


Some people like to think of 
us as a shoulder to lean on 
when times get difficult. Others 
may find they need our long- 
term help and support, 
perhaps with an elderly relative 


or family member who is hand- 
icapped. Sometimes we may 
have to act to protect individ- 
uals, especially children. But 
whether we are helping a 
busy parent find a childminder 
or providing a home help for 
an old frail person, we are 
here to help everyone. 


Q. Who gets help from social 
services? 


A. Our trained teams of staff 
deal with thousands of people 
in Berkshire every day. Clients 
range from very young chil- 
dren to old people. But most 
of our work is concentrated 
on helping certain sections of 
the community. These include 
families, children, pensioners 
and people who are handi- 
capped or mentally ill. 


Q. How is the work carried 
out? 


A. Our staff are skilled at 
helping people resolve their 
problems and they work 
hand-in-hand with a range 
of other agencies, local orga- 
nizations, health staff and 
volunteer groups. That means 
clients either get the help 
they need from us or we will 
be able to put them in con- 
tact with the right person. 
And to make sure needs are 
met, Berkshire social ser- 
vices has split up its work 
into divisions throughout the 
county, with offices in six 
different areas where people 
can talk over their problems 
in confidence. We also have 
social workers on hand in 
many hospitals.

Care in the 


community 
In November 1989 the 
Government published 


detailed proposals for sup- 
porting vulnerable groups in 
the community in a White 
Paper on community care. It 
followed the broad lines of a 
report by Sir Roy Griffiths, 
Community Care: Agenda 
for Action, and has far- 
reaching implications for social 
services departments through- 
out Britain. 


One of the key objectives set 
out in the White Paper is to 
promote the development of 
domiciliary, day and respite 
services to enable people to 
live in their own homes wher- 
ever feasible and sensible. 
Local authorities are to become 
responsible, in collaboration 
with medical, nursing and 
other interests, for assessing 
ndividual needs and designing 
care arrangements. They will 
also be expected to produce 
and publish clear plans for 
the development of community 
care services and to make 
maximum use of the private 
sector. 


Berkshire’s Director of Social 
Services, Anne Parker, says 
the White Paper is in many 
ways reassuring to those 
working in social services 
because it indicates that local 
authorities have a key role in 
securing the provision of 
social care. 


But the proposals do herald 
major change. Mrs Parker 
said: ‘The White Paper, whilst 
indicating a general direction, 
is sketchy on the details of 
change and the pace at which 
it should take place. We will 
be working to put flesh on 
these bones and to develop 
an ordered implementation 
programme.’ 


The new day centre at 
Farnham Road, Slough - pop- 
ularly known as The Corner 
House - is a good example 
of how social services Slough 
division is attempting to 
address the issue of ‘Care in 
the community’. Ideally situ- 
ated near a range of shops 
and facilities such as bus 
routes, a swimming pool and 
the Thames Valley College, 
The Corner House provides 
day care for people with con- 
tinuing mental health 
problems. 


The project is funded jointly 
by social services and the 
NHS. Staff include two social 
workers from Slough division, 
an occupational therapist 
from Wexham Park Hospital, 
a community support worker 
with a West Indian background 
and another with an Asian 
background. The building 
comprises two living rooms, 
kitchen/diner, bathroom, small 
office, activity room and a 
small garden, with the whole 
combining to fulfil that under- 
rated concept of the 
‘therapeutic milieu’. 


The reaction that has emerged 
from users is that they have a 
growing sense of belonging 
somewhere - somewhere 
where they can talk openly 
and yet have their privacy 
respected, where they can 
get away from the hospital 
environment and from home, 
and where, if they want activity 
they can find it. 


Staff organize relaxation ses- 
sions, gardening and art 
classes, and perhaps the most 
successful activity to date has 
been lunchtime cookery. 


Further activities will develop 
as needs emerge - right from 
the start the project has aimed 
to be client-responsive.

Berkshire’s residents are 
looked after by two district 
health authorities - one in 
West Berkshire and one in 
East Berkshire - both of which 
are a part of the Oxford 
Regional Health Authority. 


West Berkshire Health 
Authority covers the local 
authority areas of Newbury, 
Reading and Wokingham and 
part of South Oxfordshire, 
taking care of a population of 
around 445, 000. 


Since 1988 the district head- 
quarters has been based at 
Prospect Park Hospital in 
Reading. Under the authority's 
jurisdiction are twelve hospi- 
tals, five health centres and 
nine clinics. The two biggest 
hospitals - the Royal Berkshire 
and Battle - are based in 
Reading and provide services 
for acute cases. 


The radiotherapy unit at the 
Royal Berkshire Hospital is 
expert in the treatment of 
cancer patients, and by the 
end of 1990/91 the health

authority will have three can- 
cer-care day centres based 
at Dellwood Hospital in 
Reading, Wokingham Hospital 
and Sandleford Hospital in 
Newbury. Dellwood Hospital 
is also the base for a renal 
dialysis service which treats 
patients for West and East 
Berkshire. 


East Berkshire Health 
Authority is based at Frances 
House in Windsor and covers 
the local authority areas of 
Bracknell, Slough, Windsor 
and Maidenhead and part of 
South Buckinghamshire. It 
serves a population of about 
360, 000. 


Acute hospital services in 
East Berkshire are provided 
at Wexham Park Hospital in 
the north of the district and 
Heatherwood Hospital in the 
south. Patient care for the 
elderly and the elderly mentally 
ill is provided at Upton 
Hospital in Slough, St Mark’s 
Hospital in Maidenhead and 
Old Windsor Hospital. Old 
Windsor is expected to close 


during the coming year, with 
its services being transferred 
to the nearby King Edward 
VII Hospital. 


In each of the main towns an 
extensive range of out-patients 
services is provided and there 
are a large number of com- 
munity health clinics in various 
locations. 


East and West Berkshire 
Health Authorities are commit- 
ted not only to providing 
high-quality care and treat- 
ment for those who are ill, 
but to actively improving the 
general health of the popula- 
tion. Both have health 
education departments which 
aim to educate the public on 
the dangers of alcohol abuse 
and smoking. East Berkshire 
also employs a fitness co- 
ordinator who will visit places 
of work, test employees’ fitness 
and provide exercise routines 
in light of the test results. 


Both authorities are tackling 
the growing problem of AIDS. 
In Reading there is a district 


drug service through which 
members of the public can 
gain information, advice and 
counselling in confidence. 
There is also a needle- 
exchange service at 21 Craven 
Road, Reading. It is hoped 
that these measures will help 
drug abusers and assist in 
combating the spread of AIDS. 


As a result of changes planned 
in the NHS, district health 
authorities are soon to become 
responsible for identifying the 
health-care needs of their res- 
ident population and for 
negotiating contracts for those 
needs to be met. In addition, 
individual hospitals will 
become more independent 
and some may become self- 
governing trusts. The role of 
General Practitioners, overseen 
by the Berkshire Family Health 
Services Authority, is also 
changing, with larger general 
practices becoming responsi- 
ble for buying services for 
their patients from hospitals.

Then there was the case of 
the 18 carat dental plate 
which someone had made 
into a ring - but it was only 9 
carat gold when it came 
back.’ 


All these stories are true and 
represent just some of the 
problems faced by Berkshire 
County Council's trading stan- 
dards department. 


The department is responsible 
for enforcing more than thirty 
Acts of Parliament and several 
hundred sets of regulations 
covering a host of issues 
concerned with the safety of 
goods and buying, selling, 


warning was issued to parents 
not to buy them for youngsters 
under the age of three. Other 
examples include a musical 
clown toy with a spike beneath 
its revolving head, dangerous 
fireworks, suspect cot 
bumpers and bunk beds and 
faulty car tyres. 


While the work of the trading 
standards safety team often 
hits the headlines, other staff 
are busy checking that food 
on sale is properly labelled 
and that its composition is 
correct. Officers also check 
lorries to ensure they aré not 
overloaded and they also 
make sure weights and mea- 
sures are accurate. 


At present, trade weighing 
and measuring equipment is 
tested by an inspector before 
use, but plans may be intro- 
duced to enable manufacturers 
to verify their own equipment. 
Trading standards officers will 
then be increasingly involved 
in monitoring the continuing 
accuracy of this equipment at 
all levels of trade. 
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keeping a check ro 


making, storing and moving 
them. Staff work to protect 
consumers and to make sure 
there is fair competition 
between traders in the quality, 
quantity and price of goods 
and services offered to people 
throughout the county. Checks 
are carried out around the 
county at places where goods 
are manufactured, stored, 
imported or sold. 


Whether products” are 
Berkshire-made or not, the 
department has the job of 
alerting the public to the 
potential dangers of unsafe 
goods. For example, when it 
was discovered that small 
parts could be pulled off 
cheap wooden toy lorries on 
sale in Bracknell, an urgent 


The discovery of salmonella 
in eggs has led to require- 
ments that poultry flock owners 
must now test their chickens. 
Enforcement officers make 
regular visits to ensure that 
the tests have been carried 
out and action taken if there 
are signs of ill health. 


The prospect of the completion 
of the Single European Market 
at the end of 1992, when 
European trade barriers will 
be removed, has_ also 
prompted the department to 
review and revise plans for 
dealing with any outbreaks of 
rabies within Berkshire.
